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DETAILED ACTION 



The following action is in response to the amendment received May 31 , 2005. 

Drawings 

The proposed drawing correction was received on May 31, 2005. The proposed 
change is approved. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 7 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 1 0 of claim 
17, a parenthesis is missing, /.e., "(PK' should be - (PK) Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 20, 22, and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 20 states that "said pressure" is 
regulated "independently of the converter pressure." This claim is indefinite and/or 
inaccurate since "said pressure" is the converter pressure and thus could not be 
independent of the converter pressure. Claims 22 and 28 are indefinite because they 
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depend from a canceled claim. Thus the metes and bounds of these claims cannot be 
determined. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-19, 23, 24, 26, and 29-40 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

The amendments to the claims received May 31 , 2005 overcome the previous 
rejection under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph. That rejection is accordingly 
withdrawn. A new rejection under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, is necessitated by 
the amendment, however. 

The claims now require that the pressure applied to the torque converter 
chamber, the converter pressure, be applied to a spring-applied primary clutch to 
release the clutch. This is deemed to distinguish over the prior art of record. 
Accordingly, the previous rejections under 35 USC 102(b) and 35 USC 103(a) are 
overcome and are withdrawn. 

Conclusion 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
